PLANS ELEPHANT HUNT. 

An elephant hunt is on the pro- 
gramme, but just when it will be pos- 
idle has not been arranged. It un- 
doubtediy will be the big feature of 
the expedition, and is discussed 
eagerly by Mr. Roosevelt, his son, Ker- 
mit, and others of the party. 3 
Kermit Roosevelt is proving himself 
a true son of his strenuous father, and 
instead of “shooting” the wild ani- 
mals, with a camera, as was announced 
as his chief duty, he has used the rifle 
with gréat effect, and his total bag is 
not far short of that of Mr. Roosevelt 
himself. 

One adventure of Kermit a week ago 
gave his father and the entire party 
a serious scare. Were it not for the 
confidence felt in the young man there 
would have been gravest alarm. For 
Kermit was lost a whole night from 
camp and none knew how or why. 
Alone in a wild country entirely 
strange to him, Kermit spent the entire. 
night on horseback, seeking a human 
habitation or trace of the railway 
which would lead him somewhere to 
make a starting point for his friends.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—As a result 
of several conference’ the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today an- 
nounced a postponement from June 1 
to July 1, the time for taking effect of 
its decision in what is known as the 
Spokane rate case. 

A further hearing of the case will be 
had on June 9. 

The commission recently had post- 
poned until June 1, the time when the 
new rates ordered by it, should go into 
effect, but as the result of conferences 
within the last few days with the rep- 
resentatives of the Hill and Harriman 
lines, it was decided today further to 


til July 1. 

The railroads involved—the Northern 
Pacific, the Great Northern, the Union 
Pacific, the Oregon Railroad and Nav- 
igation Company, the Oregon Short 
Line, and the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern—were today notified of the deci- 
sion, and also of the assignment of 
the case for hearing on June 9. 

The railroads will, on, July 1, put 
into effect, in accordance with the de- 
cision of the commission, what are 
“class rates from Pacific 
points to Spokane, which are 
16 2-3 per cent. lower than the present 
rates. They also will put into effect at 
that time the commodity rates from 
the East to Spokane, which are much 
lower than the present rates, but not 
as low in proportion as those ordered 
by the commission. 

Commissioner Prouty stated today 
that the commission had declined to 
express any opinion either way as to 
the reasonableness of the reductions 
in the rates from the Pacific Coast, 
and in the commodity rates from the 
East to Spokane, that question having 
been deferred for future consideration.

ANGLE UP TO 


SUPREME COURT. 


FORCED TO ACT. 


Mandate of Territorial Judge Com- 
pels Them to Make Announcement 
of Bond issue to Build Courthouse, 
But They Carry Matter to National 
Tribunal for Settlement. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


YUMA (Aris) May 15.—The tangled 
Yuma County Courthouse question is 
to be passed up to the Supreme Court 
of the United States for unraveling. 

The Supreme Court of Arizona re- 
cently issued a writ of . mandamus 
against Supervisors J. H. Shanssey, A. 
H. Kent and W. E. Marvin to compel | 
them to issue bonds te the amount of 
$50,000, in compliance with a bill passed 
by the Arizona Legislature two years 
ago.and indorsed by Congress, and 
build a courthouse upon a specified 
site. Yesterday at a special meeting 
of the Board of Supervisors, Dist.- 
Atty: W. F. Timmons was instructed 
an appeal to 


the Supreme Court of the United 


States. 
This appeal will be prosecuted by 
Atty.-Gen. Wright of Arizona. Con- 


jointly, in order to avert the possible 


implication of conjempt of court and | 


negligence of official responsibilities, 
the Supervisors made an order for the 
issuance and sale of $60,000 in county 
bonds, to comply with the courthouse 
bill and the recently-granted writ of 
mandamus. 

The Supervisors profess to recognize 
the fact that Yuma county needs a new 
courthouse badly, and to be willing to 
comply with the mandate of the court 
and the will of the Legislature and 
Congress, but state that the amount of 


$60,000 is inadequate to build the strucy 


ture that the county requires, that 
the bill imposes building under condi- 
tions particularily extravagant and 
wasteful, and, furthermore, that the 
writ of mandamus depriving them of 
any discretionary authority in building, 
they are left absolutely subject to the 
terms of the courthouse bill. 

If the appeal is perfected within the 
next twenty days, which it probably 
win be, the order for the issuance of 
bonds will be vold. If the Supervisor 
are compelled to build in accordance 
with the provisions of the bill, it is 
probable, according to their statement. 
that they will use the funds for build- 
ing a Courthouse only and lease the 
city of Yuma part of the soon-to-be- 
vacated Territorial, penitentiary for a 
County jail, leaving the building of a 
jail to the future. The bill provides 
for the building of both a Courthouse 

and jail. This «neasure was passed 
without being submitted to the citi-" 
gens of Yuma or Yuma county for in- 
dorsement.

“We feel greatly encouraged at the 


rane today, and especially 80 
because of the attitude of the Union 
Hollywood Water Company, which, for 
a number of years, has been supplying 
the home, under contract, with water.” 
After inspection of the operations in 
this direction by the presiden@of the 
board of managers and the inspector- 
general of the national home, a few 
months ago. the governor was directed 
to notify the company that on expira- 
tion of the existing contract, June 30, 
a@ renewal of contract for a few months 
further, only, would be considered, for 
the reason that the home would by 
that time have machinery in place for 
acquiring a supply from the system of 
wells. The company insisted upon @ 
full year’s contract or none at all. 
“There is no danger of the home g0- 
ing dry for want of water, in any 
event, for the reason that more than 
500,000 gallons daily is coming from 
the home’s Mandeville Cafion systems, 
which, although utilized on farm and 
park principally, may be promptly di- 
vert to the reservoir for domestic 
use, should that become neces#ary. 
Meantime work is already begun on 
well No. 5, and the engine for pump- 
ing the combined output of the sev- 
eral wells, will be installed as early 
as possible.

THREAT MADE 
ROKE BENSON— , 
BURNS’S SUCCESS. 


VICTIM OF DETECTIVE ACQUIT. 
TED BY FEDERAL JURY. 


William J. Burns Puts Government 
to Expense of Four Hundred Thous- 
and Dollars and Six Years’ Fight in 
Courts Only to Ruin the Defend- 
ant. 


{San Francisco Globe] 

John A. Benson is home, after fac- 
ing charges of land-grabbing, con- 
splracy with F. A. Hyde, and bribery 
with the object of defrauding the gov- 
crninent out of many thousands of 
acres of land. He is broken in world- 
ly weaith and is stripped of tand titles 
Valued at more than a quarter of 4 
tailiion dollars, but he is free and is 
happy for thai reason. The efforts of 
Detective William J. Burns for the 
past six years to send Benson to 
prison were unsuccessful and though 
Benson is overjoyed at what he 
terms hié complete vindication, 
finds himself forced in his old age to 
tegin life anew in an effort to keep 
himself in such comfort as a nan of 

8 years and past life feels the need 
of and to provide for those depending | 
upon him. 

Broken in pocketbook at the age of 
63, Benson is happy in the thought 
that ten days ago a jury of his peers 
at the nationmi capital found him not 
guilty the last of Burns's indict- 
ments charging bribery, and at which 
time Circuit Judge Le Combe took oc- 
casion to geclare from the bench that 
the work Burns in connection with 
the cas was reprehensible, 

Three years ago William J. Burns 
entered the Waldorf Astoria Hotel in 
New York, where he saw Benson sit- 
ting in the corridor. With the bra- 
vado for which he is noted he walked 
ag the accused land operator and 
said: 


“Benson, we may not be abie to 
convict- you, but we will break you.” 

Ten days ago, after the jury re- 
turned a verdict at Washington which 
set Benson free from the charge of 
bribery, which was the original n- 
dictment brought against by 
Burns and Francis J. Heney in 1903, 
Benson stepped to Burns in the Cir- 
cult Courtroom and said: 

“Burns, three years ago you told 
one truth. You have not convicted 
‘me. I am free but I am broke.” 

Burns did not reply, but taking his 
hat he walked from the room. 

In the office of his attorney, J. C. 
Campbell, of Campbell, Metson, Drew, 
Catman & McKenzie, who tas made 
the successful fight in his behalf, 
Benson said: 

“I am glad it Is over. I feel that, 
although it has been a very severe 
test upon me and has ruined me 
financially, that I ought to be thank- 


ful. I have been acquitted of the 
charges on which Burns secu my 
original indictment six years. age. 1 


have been vindicated. I wf go to 
work now to recuperate my losses. I 
am 63 years of age, but feel young 
and can do it. 

WAS SURE OF ACQUITTAL. 

„ never did a wrong act against the 
government. In all the years I have 
been fighting the cases against me, I 
have furnished the government with 
the documentary evidence it attempted 
to use against me. I knew when oor 
an opportunity to properly presen 
case to a jury I would be cleared of 
the stain Burns attached to me. 
“Another thing made me feel good. 
When the verdict was rendered the 
courtroo audien¢e broke into a cheer. 
I did not Know 1 had so many friends 
in Washington. 
‘'The trial of the cases shows what 
kind of a creature this man Burns is. 
When I was first arrested it was to- 
ward the last of the year 1903, a Thurs- 
day night. The following day was New 
Year, and next two days Saturday and 
Sunday, which made it impossible for 
me to get bail from San Francisco to 
New York before Monday. 

“Burns took me to the office of Mar- 
shal Henkel in New York and said in 
a commanding voice to that official: 

he Attorney-General and Secre- 
tary of the Interior want this man 
treated like a common criminal. They 
want him put in a cell with the other 
prisoners and no favors shown him.“ 

„Marshal Henkel took me to the Lud- 
low street jail, where in the presence 
of my attorney, Mr. Campbell, he re- 

ted to Warden Sullivan what had 

n said by Burns. 

“Warden Sullivan gave Henkel a 
receipt for my body and ‘then turned 
to Henkel and said: 

This man is my prisoner now, is he 
not?’ 

“Henkel replied that I was and then 


was possible by the warden. 

“My defense has cost me about $95 
00 in money and about $250,000 in the 
eancelization of entries and suppres-} 
sion of land script. I am broke and 
start the world again as I did at m 
birth. 

There are many other phases of 
the case which would take me heurs 
to tell.

Attorney J. C. Campbell, who has 
fought all the legal battles for Benson 
and who returned from Washington, a 
few days in advance of his client, in 
an interview gave a brief review of 
the cases.

“During the entire six years the gov- 
ernment has been prosecuting Benson 
on charges, the evidence in which has 
been ‘supplied by William J. Burns, 
there has not been 4 scintilla of legiti- 
mate evidence that Benson did not 
‘himself give to the prosecution. 

“In the first place he produced with- 
out suggestion from any one the writ- 
ten contract between himself and p. A. 
Hyde, with whom he has several Umes 
been jointly Indicted M connection with 
the Oregon script, which was fraudu- 
lent. 
“This contract showed that Hyde was 
to furnish Benson with script and Ben- 
son was to pay him for it. I am free 
to say now that Hyde, who bought. the 
script from other persons at whatever 
price he could get it for, in my opin- 
jon did not know it was fraudulent. 
“Benson got this script from. Hyde 
and sold a lot of it to various persons. 
“At the first trial of the first case 
against Benson the goverhment ad- 
mitted that Benson had nothing to do 
with acquiring the Oregon lands, as the 
evidence Burns attempted to introduce 
would tend to show. It was agreed by 
the prosecution that the agreement was 
that Benson was to sell the 
lands for Hyde and that Benson did not 
know how they were acquired. 
“To answer the charges Burns had 
laid before the commissioner, Benson 
went to Washington six times and 1 
went five times: At each of these hear. 
ings he showed up everything, even to 
his contract with Hyde for the “i 
chase of the script and sale of the 
lands. 


“In 1906 Burns framed up a conspir. 
acy charge against Benson. Benson 
was arrested while in Washington, 
Burns’s case was that Benson had been 
dealing in dummy entrymen applica. 
tions. He charged that Benson had 
been using fictitious names in ap- 
plications.

Labor Complaining of itself. 
Mr. Gompers continues his complaints 
regarding the policy pursued by Secre- 
tary Straus toward the unemployed. 
There are more workers idle now than 
in 1873 or 1893, says Gompers. Presi- 
dent Valentine of the Molders’ Union 
also declared recently that in Detroit 
1100 molders were walking the streets, 
while places were being furnished 
through the Federal division of infor- 
mation, to molders who had just ar- 
rived in America.” Regarding these 
complaints, the New York Times 
says: 
Now. was this a heinous thing to 
do. Accepting the facts as stated, dis- 
regarding the answer the officials con- 
cerned make, is labor entitled to ask 
that immigration shail be stopped, or 
that official help shell not be given 
to the unemployed? At a time when 
unemployment is perhaps unprece- 
dentedly severe, it appears that there 
is work to be done in Detroit, and that 
1100 molders prefer to walk the streets. 
Why? And if they so prefer, Why 
should they make a grievance of it? 
Thereby hangs a tale, for the situa- 
tion is unlike any which has preceded 
it, as Mr. Gampers truly says. 
“The facts are that in New York 
the unemployment is twice as severe 
ag it has been for any period for which 
we have accurate records. And simul- 
taneously there are almost no labor 
complaints. There are no consp!cuous 
strikes, and there is no complaint of 
under-payment beyond the universal 
desire for more income, which labor 
shares with capital. The average daily 
pay of those working is $3.12, or within 
a fraction of a cent of the preceding 
year.

In the spring of 1886 M W. Stilson 
and E. E. Hall purchased from Victor 
Beaudry the fifty acres of beautiful. 
rolling land which lie at the present 
time within a circle bounded by Edge- 
ware Road and Bellevue avenue. They 
paid $500 an acre for it, had the prop- 
erty subdivided, and placed it_on the 
market. In less than three weeks they 
had sold a fractional part of their 
holdings for $80,000 cash. 

Next they purchased all the land ly- 
ing between the Sisters’ Hospital on 
the east, Reservoir street on the north, 
Echo Park on the west, and Bellevue 
avenue on the south, making a total 
acreage for subdivision of about 300 
acres. For the latter portion of the 
land they paid $1000 an acre. This prop- 
erty was subdivided, and a very large 
portion of it was sold at an enormous 
profit. The tract which at present be- 
longs to the Fielding J. Stilson Com- 
pany, was named Angeleno Heights. 
Almost immediately after the sale of 
the lots handsome homes were erected, 
especially on the favored higher points. 

n the year 1888 W. W. Stilson died, 
but before his death his entire prop- 
erty was divided between himself and 
E. P. Hall. Mary E. Stilson, his widow, 
in 1893 sold the original home site at 
No. 801 Edgeware Road, to W. F. 
Botsford, formerly president of the 
American National Bank of this city. 
Mrs. Stilson determined to develop the 
holding, and erected another house 
over on the tract at No. 812 Kensing- 
ton Road, in 1894. 

At that time there were only two 
houses lying north of Edgeware road. 
Streets were not paved, there was no 
gas, electricity nor sewers, and no rail- 
road transportation whatever, except- 
ing the Temple-street line, which was 
fully six blocks away. 

About the year 1896 the present Hol- 
lywood-Colegrove line was built 

rough Sunset boulevard, and in 1903 
the Crown Hill and Angeleno Heights 
car lines were constructed, bringing 


the property into close communication 


with the downtown district. 

Bullding operations now commenced 
in earnest, and since then the tract 
has kept pace with other sections of 
the city. The latest dévelopment of 
importance for the section is the pend- 
ing completion of the Los Angeles- 
Pacific Railway Company's tunnel, 
running from Sunset boulevard to 
First and Hill streets.

Seaman Wine Medale for Gallantry, le 
 Prometed te Rank of Ensign 
and Dies. 


Stricken just as he had reached the 
goal of his ambition, Benjamin J. 
Green, M years old, an ensign in the 
United States Navy, died Friday aft- 
ernoon at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
. J. Redmond of No. 1197 East Thirty- 
third street, after an iliness of five 
months. | 
Before he came to this city, five 
Green was a patient in 


The ensign enlisted in the navy at 
the age of 17, as an ordinary seaman, 
and was assigned to the battleship 
Oregon. He was on that vessel when 
it made its famous voyage around 
Cape Horn. At the battle of Santiago 
he witnessed the defeat of Cervera’s 
fleet and the capture of the Cristobal 
Golon. Later, he served in Philippine 
waters on the U-.S.S. Independence, 
and was on that boat when it was 
taken by the ‘hostile Moros. The 
bravery of the crew so impressed the 
natives that the men were taken be- 
fore Aguinaido, who ordered them 
held as prisoners of war. One of the 
captives was buried alive, and others 
were tortured as a warning of what 
they might expect if they tried to 
escape. Green and a companion, how- 
ever, made a successful dash for lib- 
erty. On another occasion, in the 
Philippines, he carried a wounded of- 
fcer, Lieut. Wood, on his back and 
swam with bim across a river. 
lt was the young man's ambition 
to secure a Commission in the navy, 
and as the reward for his heroism and 
hard study he was commissioned an 
ensign on July 30, 1908. About that 
time his health failed, 
able to wear his officer's uniform only 
three times.

HOW TO GET TO LAGUNA. 

One of the delightful trips taken by 
but few Los Angeles automobilists is 
that to Laguna Beach, and, if it be 
desired to extend the distance a little 
farther, including Capistrano Mission. 
The distai.ces from The Times office, 
as I have measured them with a War- 
rer speedometer, are 57.3 miles to La- 
una Besen, and just eixty miles di- 
rect to the mission. The distance from 
the beach zo the mission over the best 
route is seventeen miles. The trip to 
Laguna .Beach and directly back 
makes a distance, therefore, of 115 
miles. If the mission be included, the 
whole distance will be 134.3. miles. 
about the same as to Riverside and 
return, 

The way leads through Boyle 
Heights to Santa Fé Springs (13% 
miles.) Norwalk (16%4,) Mirada 
(.9%,.) Buena Park (21,) or Fullerton 
(25.5.) Anaheim (28.7,) Santa Ana

Ar- 
rangements have been made for wa- 
ter and power and by Tuesday the 
surveyors will have the ground staked 
and everything in readiness to begin 
Pa work of excavating for the foun- 

ons for the 

parts of the mill and Mr. . 
satisfied that he will have the stamps 
dropping before the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1910. It is thought that every- 
thing will be in readiness to break 
ground within the next week and the 
work will be rushed as fast as men 
and machinery can do it. By the 
time the foundations have been com- 
pleted the machi will be on the 
ground and before the snow flies this 
camp can boast of another modern 
stamp mill.

The New Government Hospital. 


to the new hospital here, which has just been completed, 
A biz garden party was given at the dedication of the 
institution, at which more than 1500 of the high-class 
Koreans, the Japanese officials and a few of the foreign 
reskients were present. T was fortunate enough to have 
an invitation. The hospital is situated under the moun- 
tains, some distance from the east gate and just next 
the east palace. Its grounds contain many acres of roll- 
ing land, spotted with beautiful pine trees, knotted and 
gnarled. 

The hospital itself, which stands high up on a hill 
and overlooks Seoul, is a big red brick building cover- 
ing more than an acre of ground. It consists of a matin 
pbuilding, which contains parlors, laboratories and oper- 
ating-rooms, and back of these are long wings, which 
form the wards. The laboratories are large and well 
equipped with all sorts of electrical instruments and the 
tools for bacteriological investigation. The wards al-

tary display that the party would not have seemed out 
of place at an army-and-navy reception at the White 
House. 


We first went through the building, and after this 
were given a luncheon in tents outside. The tents cov- 
ered more than an acre. They were decorated with 
red and white bunting, and hundreds of flags of all na- 
tions hung down over the guests as they ate. The meal 
was served in European style, at long tables beant- 
fully decorated with flowers and fruit. Beside each 
plate were glasses for champagne and other wines, a 
copious supply of which was served. The menu in 
cluded roast beef, chicken, duck, pate de fole gras and 
all the other accompaniments of a first-class European 
lunch, with persimmons, bananas, apples and other Ko- 
rean fruits for dessert. The furnishing of a dinner like 
this to 1500 people, seating them all and serving every 
one without friction, would be difficult in any American 
city, but it was accomplished here without trouble. 
Quite a number of such garden parties are now being 
held, and the Japanese believe that in so bringing the 
people together they are materially advancing the new 
civilization. 


Refore the dinner was served, there were a number of 
speeches by Koreans and Japanese. These began with 
& message from the Emperor. ‘This was reverently 
handled, the parchment containing it being wrapped in 
yellow silk, the imperial color.

{London Daily Graphic:] A vivid picture of the pres- 

ent state of ruined Messina is contained in a letter to 
the Daily Graphic, written on board the Singapore on 
April 5 last. The writer, a lady, says in the course of 
her communication: 


“To our great astonishment we came right inside the 
harbor today and were moored to the quay, which is 
partially submerged. The fish market, the electric light 
and telegraph poles are also deep in the water. The ap- 
pearance of the city even from the-sea was dreadful, 
and at first we hardly thought of going ashore. How- 
ever, the captain remarked that we should have time to 
see the town, so we concluded there could be no danger. 
The sea front is now the only street available for whee! 
traffic, and there the road is all churned up and inches 


deep in mud. The other streets are wholly or partially 


blocked with débris. 


“Sometimes we could walk a few yards along a clear 
roadway, then we had to scramble over a mass of ruined 
houses standing as high as the second stories, with 
chairs and beds and pianos and books and bits of 
clothing and crockery poking out here, there, and every- 
where from among the dust, plaster, and broken beams

“Give me,’ s he, “any other word, even in your 
American language, in which double e“ is equivalent 
to short “i,” and I will then go so far as to grant that 
discussion is allowable.” Up to the time of sending this 
dispatch, none of us has been able to do it. And yet, 
how can we say “bean” every time we wish to employ 
the past particle of “be!” 


Because, as long as we continue to spell it “been,” it 


seems more logical to me to pronounce it “bean” (al- 
though EF -have not yet the physical courage to go farther 
than theory,) rather than “bin,” I am occasionally re- 
proached by acquaintances outside our immediate circle 
with pro-British proclivities. In our close corporation 
one is less apt to be misunderstood. I am sure that 
there we all endeavor not to be “pro” any nationality, 
not even American. The truth is, we don’t take much 
stock in nationality. We seek to persuade ourselves 
that there is but one nation of any consequence in the 
world—and that is the human race. National prepos- 
sessions and prejudices touch us not We feel them 
illiberal. and stultifying, and moreover, as yet, a little 
too popular among the general to be altogether allur- 
ing. 

Well, the upshot of it was, we, that is, the American- 
born portion of us (among which your informant is 


rather glad to include himself—not too glad, but judi- 


ciously glad,) the upshot of it was, we agreed that it 
is not entirely a public calamity to allow the English to 
unobtrusively (under the hand as it were) suggest to 
us how to pronounce their own language, at any rate as 
long as we insist on using it (and without paying any 
rent or other tribute for the privilege, either.) But I 
believe the sense of the meeting was in favor of draw- 
ing the line at the true Briton's rather generous employ- 
ment of the Italian or “broad” “a.” Not that we had 
any well-founded objection to this variety of sound, but 
on the ground that one accustomed to getting on with 
short or flat“ a’s in its room, cannot safely undertake 
to mend his ways short of a prolonged residence in 
London, a probation which it was not thought humane 
to require any one to undergo. This conclusion, thus 
diplomatically framed to please all parties, was arrived 
at just where the finger glasses would have appeared. 
“It is my dooty—I mean dUty, and I will,” was the 
Parthian arrow of the insurance solicitor, and with in- 
finite roguery.

A State Game Bird Farm. 


Gov. Hughes has signed the bill appropriating $12,000 
for a game bird farm to fill up the depleted covers or 
woods of this State. The farm will be under the juris- 
diction of the State forest, fish, and game commission 
which will probably locate it in Chenango county. Al- 
though the money for carrying on the experiment will 
come from funds raised by selling hunting licenses,. in- 
asmuch as this money is paid directly into the State 
treasury, a special appropriatidn becomes necessary. 

The State of New York has been very successful in 
stocking streams with fish propagated at its hatcheries. 
and there is no reason why its forests should not be 
supplied with a choice selection of game birds. The in- 
tention of the promoters of the law is to have young 
birds and eggs sent to all parts of the State, thus mak- 
ing the sportsman’s life more attractive and pleasur- 
able. In other words, the State is going to do for the 
game bird hunter what it is doing now for the angler. 
There is no doubt that the plan will succeed. Illinois 
has successfully tried the experiment, and the man who 
developed the game farms there, so it is reported, has 
been engaged by the commission to carry out the proj- 
ect in this State.—[Buffalo Commercial.

A price list of ascensions for the 1909 season has just 
been issued by the directors of the Aéro Club of New 
England. To go up in the balloon Boston, the smaller 
of the two balloons owned by the club, will cost $65 
for one passenger with a pilot. For one passenger to 
make an ascension with the pilot in the balloon Massa- 
chusetts will cost $115.

EATED in the shadow of a great rock far up the 
side of Mt. Picolet, overlooking the city and har- 
bor of Cape Haitien. I pen these lines. Below me

ics. A city it once was of such regal splendor and love- 
liness that it was aptly called “Le Petit Paris;“ now it 
is so utterly ruined that it is only partiaHy habitable, 
and yet the broken walls and fallen arches are so ex- 
quisitely festooned and garlanded with vines and flow- 
ers that the ruins are a delight to see. 


The hum of traffic comes up in a subdued tone 
to where I sit, and the soft spicy wind fans my cheek 
with a delicious fragrance. Far out on the silvery mir- 
ror of the sea the white sails gleam in the bright sun- 
light, and the ships float on its bosom as if between 
earth and sky. 


In the mountain top above me, in billowy beauty, 
great banks of clouds go trooping across its summit, 
making lovely vistas of sunshine and shadow over its 
rugged. sides. 


Across the harbor the rocky headlands of Monte Cristi 
gliminer faint and indistinct in the blue wavering dis- 
tance, and looking over the little plain to the top of 
Haut du Cap, the great citadel of the Christophe frowns 
down On the palace of Sans Souci, where once reigned 
in gorgeous splendor that dusky monarch. Now the 
palace is the abode of bats and lizards, its statuary mu- 
Tilated beyond restoration, the superb frescoes faded 
and gone, its fountains dry and all its glory and beauty 
departed; yet its ruins are most charming to look upon. 

The harbor with its fleets of small boats darting 
hither and thither, the stately ships that float so quiet 
there, at rest from the buffeting of the sea—it is a veri- 
table heaven for the worn and weary seamen.

glistening white in the bright sunshine, looking like 
a string of pearls set about. a ¢rvystal. 

Stately cocoa palms bow their feathery heads to the 
breeze, and the coffee, orange ‘and many spice trees fill 
the air with a perfume equal to that of Araby the Blest. 

The roadsides are gorgeous with begonias, verbenas, 
and foliage plants and flowers more numerous and 
beautiful than at any other place I have ever been ex- 
cept Southern California. 

The forest is one vast tangle of erent and small trees 
covered with an almost impenetrable canopy of creeping 
and flowering vines. In the miidle of the day, the sun 
blazes down with a fierce heat, but it is tempered with 
the trade wind from across numberless miles of sea: 
then the tourist takes to a hammock and in some grate- 
ful shade sleeps the dulcet siesta, waking to do what is 
at hand with a languor that soon becomes second na- 
ture, and the nervous, busy Yankee in a very short time 
yields to the influences of the place and becomes as 
slow as the rest of them there. 

Fort Picolet is a grand old ruin. I have toiled up its 
broken stairways and looked down into floorless rooms, 
into whilom dungeons now open to the day, and lean- 
ing across crumbling battlements gazed far out over the 
limitless, shimmering sen; have been there at night 
when the wind went whispering through the long 
grasses and vines which crown as with a coronet its 
gray walls. It seemed that standing there I could see 
pass before me ghostly hosts, warriors bold, brave men 
and fair women and knights of high degree, who have 
long since passed to the unknown world and have been 
swallowed wp in oblivion in the sands of the shore. In 
stormy weather the wind like a demon with a thousand 
voices, tore screaming through porteullis, open windows 
and across shattered walls; sea gulls with their piping 
cries circled in helpless flight around its towers, and old 
ocean, lashed to wrath, dashed with a furious thunder 
against its foundation walls, and flung its salt spray far 
up its granite bulwarks. 

The forests are full of birds: none of them are sone- 
sters, but mostly of gorgeous plumage, that, seen dart- 
ing from their leafy coverts into the bright sunshine, 
look like jewels flashing through the air, crimson, green 
and gold.

‘Their army is a poor, weak col- 
lection of tatterdemalions, their navy a by-word and a 
hissing, and their government generally an offense in 
the nostrils of every one. Their commerce is in the 
hands of foreigners, and they are a discouraged, aimless, 
poverty-stricken people, with no bright future before 
them, with small incentive to do in the present, and 
seem to exist because nature is so lavish that nearly 
all their necessities come to them without labor, and 
ready for use. 


The cause for such'a deplorable state of affairs can 
be summed up in an inordinate love of military glory, 
together with no financial ability or integrity, abomi- 
nable superstition, laziness and brutal ignorance; origi- 
nal sin illustrated in all its hideous forms and conse- 
quences (if you have doubts as to whether there is 
original sin, come down here and stay a month, and 
you will revise your thought—I did.)

Distance Sense of the Blind. 


It has long been known that some blind persons can 
move about in places that are entirely strange to them 
with a remarkable degree of certainty and without com- 
ing into collision with any large object. 


Half a century ago Spallanzani discovered that bats 
can steer clear of obstacles in total darkness. In order 
to make sure that the sense of sight was not em- 
ployed, he blinded some bats and found that they flew 
about as confidently and safely as before. 


This experiment proved that warning of the presence 
of objects is received through some part of the surface 
of the body other than the eyes. In the case of blind 
persons it was thought at one time that this warning 
was given by sound waves reflected by the objects, but 
this theory is disproved by a simple experiment. When 
a blind man’s ears are stopped completely the sense of 
distance remains, although it is greatly diminished. 


This shows that the sense of distance is not identi- 
cal with the sense of hearing, and that a distinction 
must be made between the sense of distance and the 
directional power of the blind. This power depends 
chiefly on the sense of distance, but involves also hear- 
ing, smell, the temperature sense and perhaps stil] other 
factors. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the sense of distance is 
not possessed by all blind persons, but is found only 
in a few, and to very different degrees in these. The 
blind possessors of this sense locate it in and near the 
forehead, and say that the sensation is vague and some- 
what resembles a light touch.—[Dr. Woelflin, in Um- 
schau.

all lovers of the dahlia will be interested to know 
that our gorgeous types were all brought up to their 
present standard of excellence by the untiring efforts 
of the plant breeder. 

In 1784, Vincent Cervantes, director of the botanical 
garden in the City of Mexico, sent to Cavanilles, the 
director of the Madrid Botanical Garden, a plant un- 
known to botanists. It was a tall, spindly affair, with 
nodding little flowers, each of which had a yellow cen- 
tral disk surrounded by five or six red or orange petals. 
Cavanilles called it Dahlia, in honor of the recently- 
deceased Swedish botanist, Dahl. But when the plant 
came to Germany, where the rame dahlia had already 
been given to another plant, the botanist Wildenow con- 
ferred upon the new comer the name Georgina, by which 
name it has been universally known in Germany until 
within recent years. This name was given in honor, 
not of George III of England, as has been commonly as- 
sumed, but of a Russian explorer named Georgi. Dahl- 
las were great rarities in Europe until Humboldt and 
Bonpland brought back a quantity of seed on their re- 
turn from Mexico. 

Botanists and gardeners soon noticed the extraordi-

The Hardy Marguerite. 


Fer plants in our gardens so well witietnes the dry, 
hot days of summer as does the common marguerite. 
The small matters of soil and climate seem to bother 


the plant but little, for we find it thriving alike in 


sand or black adobe and equally at home at the seaside 
or in the heated interior. It is a much abused plant, 


and though broken down or pruned back to a stump it 


readily responds with a new, vigorous and floriferous 
growth. As a hedge plant is a decided success and 
when in bloom may be seen on the darkest night. 


Planting Pansies. 


Those planting pansies at present should not place 
them in the sun as is most proper for fall planting, but 
seek out the shadiest spots for them. Pansies do not 
at any time object to sunshine, but the soil should be 
cold at all times, and except it is fully and carefully 
mulched, the pansy bed will get too warm from now on. 
Pansies flower splendidly if on a north side of build- 
ing or fence or hedge. The soil should be rich and 


friable, and success with shaded pansies in summer will |- 


be very satisfying. 


Seed Time for Flowers. 


In sowing flower seeds in California, it must be re-

double dahlia was produced in 1808. Then arose a keen 
rivalry in the production of new varieties of form and 
color among the English and German florists, Prizes 
amounting to hundreds of dollars were offered for the 
finest new sorts. In Germany, as recently as the ‘70's, 
three or four dollars was sometimes paid for one flower. 

The English florist took the lead in the development 
of the dahlia until about 1835, after which they were 
hard pressed by the Germans. 
exhibited 200 varieties, mostly of his own production. 
Alexander von Humboldt, who had watched the dahlia’s 


‘triumphal progress with keen interest, was astounded 


by the effect ef cultivation on the one-time modest 
field flower of Mexico. 
The florists’ lists of thirty years ago contained about 


2000 varieties of dahlias, and the whole num- 
ber of varieties’ produced up to the present 
time is between 5000 and 6000. These are not 
all in existence, however, as many even of 


the most celebrated soon die out. Today the differ- 
ent types of dahlias have reached a higher degree of 
perfection than ever before, and the present-day dahlias 
are indeed a work of art, for few would believe it pos- 
sible that such grand results could be obtained from 
such a lowly origin. Southern California is well to the 
fore in these flowers (as she is in all things,) and the 
world’s best dahlias may be found in Los Angeles. Not 
only do these come from eastern States and foreign 
countries, but local hybridizers have produced some 
prize takers. 


Cocos Australis. 


Among all the members of the Cocos family we grow 
none that are hardier either in climatic range or ex- 
posure to winds, rough treatment, etc., than Cocos 
australis. While not comparable with C. plumosa in 
grace or dignity, it is a fine subject to grow about the 
trunks of taller species in palm gardens. 


Lime the Garden. 


Late experiments in several States have proven that 


lime is needed in all soils. It has been a popular be- 
lief that soils in low lands or where drainage was im- 
perfect were the only ones in real need of lime. It is 


now known that nearly all soils should receive a light | 


application once ‘each year, and this will apply to all

There are, however, some exceptions to this rule such

Our Matilija Poppy. 


Every season notes the growing popularity of the 
Matilija Poppy (Romneya Coulteri,) for nothing in the 
poppy line in the world can compare with it. It has 
justly been called California’s finest contribution to or- 
namental horticulture. In England and the south of 
Europe generally it is much more extensively planted 
than in its native State. Verily, a plant, like the pro- 
verbial prophet, is without honor in its own country, 
but the glorious Matilija poppy is assuredly deserving 
of better treatment. 


A A Gardener's Kink. 


Take a three-pound fruit can and melt the rim off the 
open end and remove the label, then with strips of 
heavy manila paper four or five inches wide and long 
enough to reach twice around the can, and a ball of 
cord, you are ready to rapidly make as many seed pots 
as you need. Wrap the paper around the can, and with 
two turns of cord and knot, tie it and slip out the can. 


Fill these paper pots with good soil and plant 
any seeds for which such contrivances are 
needed. They could be set close together on a 


broad board and be kept indoors, or set on the ground 
in a opld frame, or anywhere for protection. Thin the 
plant to one (or more,) and when ready to transplant | 
have’ a furrow about the right depth; lift these pots 
with a trowel—a shingle answers the purpose—and set 
then here they are to stay. Draw the earth close 
around and a little on top, and there you are—no dis- 
turbance of roots, no check to growth. Treated this 
way, it is a smart plant that will ever know it has been 
transplanted.

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ROADSIDE ADORNMENT: 


EVIDENCE OF THE NEED OF MORE CARE 
IN THE MATTER. 


Na section of our country where so much general in- 
terest is shown in street and roadway adornment as 
is the case in Southern California, one would expect 
to see all frontage that is planted at all set out to suit- 
able trees at proper distances apart. More especially 
should we have an orderly array in Los Angeles, and 
the fact that so many useless and unsightly trees are 
to be seen proves but too plainly that we need a more 
gtensive city forestry department than we now have. 


The foregoing remarks might easily be warranted by 
mores of hideous examples of unwise planting in differ- 
parts of the city, but as a matter of fact they are 
ed forth by a row of sickly, attenuated cypress that 
are a blot upon the landscape and a source of great

@e The offending trees are along the main road to 
Pasadena, just beyond Eastlake Park and the Indian 
Village, at a point where the street is crossed by the 
Weide Electric Railway. The position of these un- 
mightily trees is such as to make this crossing the most 
G@agerous within the limits of Los Angeles and in the 
Miterests of public safety alone our city authorities 
mould remove this undoubted public nuisance.

ued, the better will be the effect upon the trees. It 
shouk] not cease in any case until they are well estab- 
lished and prepared to thrive without further atten- 
tion. If grass or other plants are to be grown in the 
parkway, it is best to let the trees have a year’s start so 
that the soil about the roots may be loosened occasion- 


ally. This should be done even with a cover crop, by 


leaving the plants back at least a foot all around the 
trunk. 

All street trees need more water than is generally 
given them, for not all come from dry climates. Local 
Variations in heat, ‘light, and moisture greatly affect 
tree growth. It is not uncommon to find very different 
growth on the north side of a mountain from that on 
the south side, because the north side is cooler, moister, 


and not so light as the south side. Consequently trees 


well adapted to the conditions on the north side will 
flourish there, while on the south side they will make 
inferior growth or not appear at all. West of the Miss- 
issivpi River the forest clings to the margins of streams 
far beyond the point where jt fails on the upland, princi- 
pally because the moisture and atmospheric conditions 
along the streams are more favorable to growth.

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Monuments should never be placed in parks or pub- 
lic grounds except where the whole plat has been re- 
served for the monument, and then some greensward 
or a combination of grass and shrubbery is desirable.

HE performance of “Consul,” the chimpanzee now 
1 being exhibited at the London Hippodrome, is 
probably the most remarkable in the history of 
trained animals. The variety and intricacy of the ape's 


series of gestures and actions are as astonishing as their 
uncanny likeness to the actions of a human being. He 


Boes straight through his “turn” with the utmost read- 


iness, almost without a hint or a reminder of what he | 


is to do. He comes running in dressed in ordinary 
man's clothes, and hangs up first his hat and then his 
Overcoat on pegs on a stand. Then he proceeds to 
have lunch. He is lifted into a chair by his valet, a 
napkin is handed to him, and he tucks it round his 
neck. Then he touches the electric bell at his side, and 
looks round with an air of polite boredom for the 
waiter. The waiter brings him a plate of carrots, which 
he eats, using a knife and fork—-mostly, with rather 
bad manners, the knife. At intervals, while eating, he 
drinks out of a wine glass; he pours his claret and 
Water out of the bottle with his left hand. and lifts the

Harmfulness of Food Preservatives. 


HE editor of the Care of the Body is always 
T pleased when he can find something to approve in 
one of the regular“ medical journals. Here is an 
extract from an article by Dr. J. N. Hurtey of Indianap- 
olis, from the Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion of January 30, in which he denounces such condi- 


ments as salt, vinegar, catsup, and Worcestershire sauce | 


as strongly as they have ever been denounced in these 
columns. He has been referring to the harmfulness of 
benzoate of soda: 8 


This is certainly also true of the preservatives which 
are permitted by the Department of Agriculture and 
which have long been in use. These are: Salt, vine- 

gur, saltpeter, spices and smoke. The saltpeter is espe- 
cially harmful, and as for vinegar and spices, they do 
not belong in a rational dietary. Salt, as we commonly 
use it, both as a preservative and on our food gener- 
ally, is, without doubt, harmful... The creosote and the 
other empyreumatic products of smoke are not whole- 
some. 

“Of course it would be impossible, being so far ahead 
of popular knowledge, for the authorities to put their 

. taboo on salt, vinegar, spices and smoke; but they 
should immediately declare against saltpeter. It is far 
more injurious than sodium benzoate, which may be 
taken for a considerable period, say twenty days, in ten- 
grain doses, three times a day, without perceptible ill 
effects. But take saltpeter in this way and the result 
will be violent burning pains, vomiting, purging and 
other evidences of gastroenteritis, which may end in 
collapse and death. I believe also that spices are even 
more injurious than is sodium They are irri- 
tants, they are constipating and. by stimulating the ap- 
petite, they cause overeating. 


henzoate 


“For these reasons, catsup, Worcestersttire sauce, 
and all like sauces should not be used in our dietary, 
and it would be consistent with scientific Knowledge 
for the pure food and health authorities to forbid their 
use, Now that sodium benzoate is forbidden in catsup, 
this article is preserved by an acetic acid extract of 
spices. Strong vinegar is percolated over a mixture of 
cloves, pepper, cinnamon, allspice, etc., and there results 
a strong antiseptic which is not less injurious, and prob- 
ably more injurious to health than sodium. salicylate 
or sodium benzoate. . 

“Formerly, in making catsup, the spices were added 
direct to the tomato pulp, but in this way, they do not 
exert the same preservative effect as in acetic extract. 
Cloves, too, contain benzoic acid, and it must play a part 
in the preservation of foods treated with acetic extract 
of cloves. We all know that people ingest too much 
protein, and shorten their lives by so doing. The use 


of spiced catsup, vinegar and meat sauces, have much 


to do with causing this overeating of protein. The ob- 
jection is In addition to their irritating and constipat- 
ing effects. 

„As for pickles and salads with mustard and vinegar 
dressing, they are abominations. They are utterly use- 
less, deleterious and unnecessary. They, too, shorten 
the duration of life and induce gastric disorders. 
facts are, persons who cannot eat bland, plain foods with 
gusto, are abnormal. 
tract of spices, if Worcestershire sauce and all other 


like sauces, if pickles and salads and all other gastric | 


stimulants and irritants were left out of our dietary, we 
would be stronger, healthier and happier.” 


To bracket salads with pickles and sauces and spices | 


is exceedingly irrational and absurd Salads, properly 
made. are among the most wholesome of foods, 
should be eaten freely at almost every meal, preparing 


them with a little lemon juice in place of vinegar, or 


eating them plain. | 


As recently mentioned here, a number of the leading | 


American manufacturers of food products have com- 
bined to insure purity in food, and have denounced the 
use of preservatives. 

Why. then. it may be asked, do some manufacturers 
insist on using preservatives?

| “I think I can safely say that, taking the whole mat- 
ter of canned goods together, including fish, vegetables,

contain any substance whatever except food, and, per- 
_haps a little salt or sugar. I think this fact ought to 
be well advertised. | 
I do not think the great canning trade should suffer | 
because such an inSignificant few persist in either using 
artificial color, artificial sweetener, or chemical preserva- 
tive.“ | 
The following communication was recently received 
by the Care of the Body from a representative of one | 
| of the leading American packers of food products: | 
| “Relative to the plea of the spurious food manufac- 
turer that the elimination of preservatives in food prod- 
ucts will cause more cases of ptomaine poisoning than 
heretofore, the writer recently had a conversation with 
Prof Jaffa of the University of California in which he 
said that ‘in all his experience and experiments, he has 
never found dangerous ptomaines to develop in fruit or 
vegetables, and that the dangerous ones only develop in 
meat, fish, yeast, milk, cheese, and ice cream.’ 

“This is quite a boost for the vegetarian advocates 
as wel] as a blow to those food manufacturers who 
claim -langer to the public in eliminating the use of 
benzoate of soda and other preservatives.” 

Yet again, here is an extract from the National Food 
Magazine, that has been doing good work in defending 
Dr. Wiley in his fight against benz ate of soda:

| soda. requires that every can in which it is used shall 
have thai fact stated on the label. I have warned my 
grocer that I will not accept sych food for use, and if 
furnished me, I shall simply change my grocer. It is 
just as easy to obtain groceries a mile away by the use } 
of the telephone as it is from a store fifty feet away. 
lt the public will refuse to purchase goods containing 
benzoate of soda, the manufacturers will very quickly 
stop using it.’ : 

“Dr. J. J. Leppa, in a paper on ‘The Use and Effects 
_ of Chemical Antiseptics in the Preparation and Preser- 
vation of Foods,’ read at the great convention of Medi- 
cal Experts at Niagara Falls, had this to say about ben- 
zoate of soda: 

This is a powerful antisepti¢ and irritant to the 
/ alimentary mucous membrane. It forms a deadly poi- 
son known as hippuric acid, supposed to be formed in 
the kidneys, and which is eliminated by them. Even 
small amounts of hippuric acid injected into the blood 
produce violent poisoning.” — 

“Under existing conditions in the United States, whose 
| authorities in power have permitted the use of benzo- | 


ate of soda in spite of the opinions of Dr. Wiley and 
the other foremost authorities in the world, ft remains 
for the consumer to look out for himself. Those who 
want to eat benzoate of soda can always do so by asking | 
the grocer, who will take pleasure in selling foods pre- | 
served with this chemical, because of the much greater | 
protit he realizes. Those who would avoid benzoate | 
may always do-so, by reading the label and refusing to 
buy anything on which the word ‘benzoate’ is men- 
tioned. The same method will afford protection from 
all other chemically-preserved foods.” 
| You should. eat canned or packed foods as little as pos- 
sible. When you do eat such foods, be sure that you | 
get those that are free from preservatives, for preserva- 
tives are not only injurious in themselves, but they in- 
dicate that ‘the food in which they are contained is not 
what it should be.

form readily acceptable and digestible in the digestive 
organs. The ground, unripe cereals soaked for twenty- 
four hours, so as to restore as nearly as possible the 
natural condition of the grain in the unripe or milk 
state, eaten with thorough mastication, supply the best 
conditions tor a raw cereal diet. 

“The Sanitarium poisoff squad has made a number of 
interesting experiments with the raw cereal diet, and 
will experiment further and report the results in these 
columns. It must be remembered. however, that. 
Cuvier announced so long ago, man is naturally a fru- 
givorous animal. His diet consists properly of fruit 
and nut foodstuffs in which raw starch is almost entirely 
absent. Raw starch is found in abundance in green 
fruits and_nuts. In the process of ripening, the starch 
is converted into oil in the nuts and sugar in the fruits, 
and so is absent from natural products.” 

On the other hand, the dextrinized foods put up by the 
Battle Creek people and other manufacturers of break 
fast foods, while easily digested, are deprived of much 
of their vitality by overcooking. If a person eats a va- 
riety of other food with them, this does not matter so 
much. but if they are taken for a large part of the diet- 
ary, the eater will in time suffer from decreased vital- 
ity. 


The fact is that grains and other starch foods are not 
a natural food for man, and should only be eaten in 
small quantities. The Densmore school of diet may 
have gone too far in declaring that “starch is the staff 
of death,” but it is certainly responsible for a vast 
amount of dietetic disturbances. Probably the most 
wholesome forms of starch, in the order named are: 
Bananas (scraped,) chestnuts (roasted.) mealy baked 
potatoes, unpolished rice (steamed dry.) 

If you want something in the shape of a dextrinized 
cerea! food, buy hard red Northwestern wheat—the 
California wheat is too starchy—#zrind it fresh every 
few days, and parch it in the oven. This will only cost 
you about one-tenth as much as the same stuff pur- 
chased under a hieh-sounding name at a grocery store 
and will be fresher. Then you can experimen and 
“combine” as much as you please, with various kinds 
of grains, and dried fruits and nuts.

W. Allen has come to the conclusion that we might vac- 
cinate against a cold, 1s against smallpox. He proposes 
that a dose of preventive vaccine should consist of 250,- 
000,000 of each of the several bugs“ above named. The 
dose, we are told, should be taken every four or six 
months. 

What do you think of that? When is this supreme 
foolishness to have an end? 

Harden your body, first inwardly, then outwardly. 
Inwardly by eating with great moderation ‘of non-stim- 
ulating food, and thoroughly chewing all you eat, and 
then outwardly by gradually decreasing the amount of 
your clothing and exposing your body to the air and 
light, which is far more valuable as a remedial agent

For a person whose biood is thoroughly pure, it is as 
absolutely impossible to catch cold as it would be to 
set fire to a pile of iron filings. If there are shavings 
among the filings, they will catch fire and burn, and the 
fire will be great or small, according to the amount of 
shavings, the shavings in this case representing the im- 
purities in the body. 


A man whose blood is perfectly pure may tumble into 
a lake and then sit on the front of a dummy and ride 


to Santa Monica and back, but he won't “catch cold.“ 
He can't “catch cold,” because there are no impurities 
in him to burn up. 28 f 

If, however, you have been storing up impurities in 
your blood in a wholesale way for years, by overeating 
and wrong eating, and breathing bad air, then you want 
to be a little careful about the “catching cold” cure and 
proceed to harden yourself by degrees.

OLLOWING is from the Los Angeles Health De- 
partment Monthly Bulletin, of which No. 4 was is- 
sued on April 20: 

“In New York City, it is estimated that nine-tenths of 
the adults have had some tuberculous lesion at some 
time during their lives. Autopsy reports and figures 
from other centers of population indicate that a large 
proportion of people in other places are similarly 
afflicted 

“But only approximately one-eighth of the people who 
are tuberculous die of the disease So therefore, the di- 
rect action of the bacteria is not nearly so important 
as indirect predinsposition. This being the case, the most 
important anti-tuberculous work is that which aims to 
strengthen the natural immunity of the individual. 
This the Health Department tries to do by improving 
the food supply and making the habitations sanitary.” 

This is good, so far as it goes, but it does not go far 
enough. | 

The only way to suppress tuberculosis—or any other 


disease is to teach people to live right—especially to 


breathe fresh air, and to eat correctly. So long as peo- 
ple overeat of stimulating foods, of foods containing 
waste animal matter, or of starches and sweets, or 
breathe continually impure air, they will develop con- 
ditions that may easily lead to tuberculosis. 
Fortunately, as indicated above, nature is ever trying 


to cure, and will do so if she is given half a chance.

also against all other diseases. 


Faulty Education. 


EFERRING to an article under this heading in the 
care of the Body of May 2, in which a Los Angeles 


minister was quoted in regard to immorality resulting | 


from co-education in high schools, F. A. Binney of San 


Diego writes: 


“Inasmuch as every one knows that you can’t think 
of two things at the same time, it follows that if you 


fill a classroom with young men and young women at 


the sentimental age of 16 to 18, a certain number will 
begin to make eyes at each other, and when once their 
heads are filled with thoughts of love (so called,) they 
cannot possibly give their minds to study. It is truly 
amazing that our educators have not the sense to see 
this. They must be as blind as bats.” 

Mr. Binney properly adds that parents are greatly to 
blame in not giving necessary instruction on sexual 
subjects to their children, when the proper age arrives. 
Children are allowed to grow up in ignorance and to go 
out Iike lambs among wolves. Or else, perhaps, they 
gather from vicious companions misinformaiton which 
they would be better without. Mr. Binney adds: 

“Here in San Diego they have 600 young men and 
women being ‘educated,’ and only twelve take fhe course 
in human physiology while that branch of knowledge 
is thought so little of by our ‘educators’ that it comes 
under the head of ‘zodlogy.’” 

This correspondent is wrong, however, when he pro- 
ceeds to belittle the importance of diet, as affecting sex- 
ual immerality. It is not only exceedingly unreason- 
able, but most cruel, for parents and guardians to over- 
feed young people, in the flush of health, with stimulat- 
ing foods, and then to expect them to be chaste. As 
previously stated, it would be just as reasonable to set 
a man on a hot stove and expect him not to burn.

Spanish Rulers. 

BUILDERS OF SPAIN. By Clara Crawford 
rkins In two volumes. Henry Hon & 

Co., New York. (Price $5 net.) 


No country which falls within the 
term of “civilized” has been so stamped 
with alien influences as Spain. We 
know that no rulers have been pro- 
duced by the native stock. Outsiders 
have ruled it from the beginning of 
history. Spain today is the result of 
a heterogeneity of individualities, Cel- 
tic, Phoenician, Carthaginian, Roman, 
Vandalic, Visigothic, Moorish and 
Arabic; and she has ever been the 
ground of invasions and conquests. 
The invaders, however, have been 80 
far in the minority that, after all, 
the permanent force in history is the 
Spanish aboriginal stock. 
aliens who ruled have always left 
their impress upon the civilization of 
their period, and they are these in- 
fiuen that Clara Crawford Perkins 
has endeavored to point out in her 
ting study of The Builders of 


Beginning with the Roman period, 
“the first of profound and enduring 
importance in the development of the 
peninsula,“ the record of Spanish civi- 
lization falls naturally into the four 
great and contrasting epochs of her 
greatest rulers. First: The Roman 
rule, which lasted from 206 B.C. to 417 
A.D. Second: The rule of the Visi- 
goths, which held sway from nearly 
three hundred years, from the close 
of the Roman rule in 417, to 711. 
Third: The rule of the Arabs and the 
Moors, from 711 to 1492. Fourth: The 
rule of the Christian kings, which 
began in 1492. As Miss Perkins 
us, the actual rule of the 
Christian kings began as early az 
718; but this was confined to a small 


northern principality. This influence 
grew and developed in the North while 
the Mosiem civilization was spreading 


in the South.
